About two miles east of Fayetteville in a field near Eldad 
Bridge stands the monument of a Revolutionary soldier. The in¬ 
scription reads as follows: Sacred to the memory of Jesse 
Woodroof, a Revolutionary soldier, who died on the 13th of 
October A.D. 1820 aged 69 years. 

Family Bible records show that Capt. Jesse Woodroof served two 
years in the War of the Revolution, participating in the Battle 
of King's mountain. He was married to Esther Buchanan, grand¬ 
daughter of Samuel Buchanan, who had come from Ireland to Vir¬ 
ginia in 1702o Jesse and Esther with their two-year-old dau¬ 
ghter, Mary Ann, emigrated to Kentucky in 1786 and lived in 
Stroud's Station. 


Joshua Yeates and his family were also living in this fort . 

His 7th son, Elijah Yeates, married Mary Ann Woodroof on Dec¬ 
ember 12, 1807, when both were 23 years old. In the following 
January, Elijah and Mary Ann emigrated to Tennessee, to Lincoln 
County, nrobably with her father, as records show that in 1810 
Jesse Woodroof helped the founding father's lay out the town 
of Fayetteville. 

It is with Elijah and Mary Ann's third son, Thomas Buchanan 
Yeates, born in Lincoln County on Elk Liver on Nov. 3, 1812, 
that our story continues. Thomas B. Yeates married Mary Ann 
Rutledge in 1834 and as the years passed they reared a family 
of thirteen children, six sons and seven daughters. Mary 
Ann's father, Isaac Rutledge, had come from North Carolina in 
1824 and settled in Lincoln County on Wabash Creek_between 
Mulberry and Lynchburg. Thomas B. Yeates, also, lived on 
V/ abash Creek with his large family, probably in the homeplace 
of Isaac Rutledge. 

The Yeates family was staunchly primitive Baptist, belonging 
to Mount Moriah Church. Mr. Yeates was church clerk from 186.3 
until 1878, when the family moved to Mansfield, Texas. 

In Jsnuary 1869 the third child of Thomas B. Yeates, Amanda 
Frances, and her husband, James Elbert Caldwell, moved from 
Mulberry and bought the building at the northeast corner of 
the Souare in Fayetteville, a general store and dwelling com¬ 
bined..* At the time they had four children. Two other sons 
were born and brought up in this building-Bert Caldwell, born 
in 1870 and Walter in 1879. El Caldwell died in 1889, but his 
eldest son, H.L. Caldwell carried on the grocery store business 
until about 1924. After the death of the last child of the 
Yeates family to remain in Tennessee (Frances Yeates Caldwell) 
in 1921, the building ceased to be a residence. After a near 
disastrous fire in 1924 originating in a restaurant in a down¬ 
stairs room, the building was partially remodeled and became 
entirely a business building. Back of the store was a build¬ 
ing (until recently Mary's and Zeima's) once used as a plumbing 
shop and later as an early movie house featuring the then pop¬ 
ular Mary Picicford movies and Mack Bennett Comedies. 'the build 
ing next to it (now Sir's Variety Store) was built by Bert Cald 
well in 1935-6 to be used as a cotton warehouse.

Attenion is next called to William Edmondson, a noted pioneer, 
who settled on the farm on which James Do Stone now resides. 

In person, hearing and intelligence he was a model country gentle¬ 
man...He had sons of whom I have lost trace. He had one daugh¬ 
ter, Martha, who was one of the most beautiful, attractive, and 
accomplished of the whole valley. She married John H. Morgan, 
of the Fayetteville bar...John H. Morgan was the son of John 
Morgan, of Morgan Port fame, Sumner County, and his mother was 
a sister of General William Hall, who succeeded Samuel Houston as 
Gov. of Terra. John E. Morgan,..embarked in a successful scheme 
of merchandise with his older brother, Hiram, They ran two large 
commission houses, one in Memphis, the other in New Orleans.,,, 
John H. Morgan resumed the practice of law at Hernando, Miss, 
and was elected to a Judgeship in that state. At the outbreak 
of our Civil War he had three sons, their names x\rere William, 
Campbell and James Bright Morgan. They all enlisted in the Conf¬ 
ederate cause, and were officers. James Bright Morgan was Col. 
of the Regiment; William and Campbell both fell in battle, and 
James B. was wounded....John E. Morgan left one daughter Mrs. 
Goodbar. Her husband is a wholesale merchant in Memphis.

.... Going down the creek I find a pioneer by the name of Sherrod 
Hunter. He was a much respected man ."..a farmer. R.A. McDonald, 
once a prominent citizen of Fayetteville, w 33 a nephew of his.... 

Still further down the creek on the east side, near to what is 
known as "Buckeye Church", there lived a most exemplary and wor¬ 
thy old citizen.,cEsselman, I think his name _was John. He was 
the brother-in-law of George W. Campbell of Nashville, one of the 
early Judges of Terra, and owner of the property in Nashville 
known as "Campbell's Hill", the hill upon which our state cap¬ 
ital now stands. Mr. Esselman had two sons, John N„ and James. 
John N., if I am not mistaken, was educated by his uncle, Judge 
Campbell. He studied medicine and located in Nashville...During 
the'" first epidemic of cholera in Nashville about 1831 Dr. Essel¬ 
man particularly distinguished himself as a bold, fearless and 
successful practioneer. I have lost sight of James Esselman. 

A little further down the creek we find William Husbands, a large, 
portly man...he was one of the early sheriffs of LOT. If I mis¬ 
take not, he was related to the famous Harmon Husbands, of N.C., 
who was the principal organizer of the "Regulators". ..William 
Husbands had two sons who bore the ancestral names of Harmon and 

Miles.... 

Further down the cretk. came John Rhea. He was a very early 
settler. He was a blacksmith as well as a farmer. He owned a 
very fertile tract of land on which was his dwelling, about two 
miles from Fayetteville on the Lynchburg road....Mr. Rhea brought 
up a large family of sons and daughters, but we can only mention 
two of his sons, William B„ and B.M.G. Rhea...B.M.G. Rhea became 
owner of the old family homestead...he was a bachelor.
